»A Dreadful Warning. 


GLBNVIBW, Pa., June 81.—A week ago 


Walter Wade, a. bold, damning stork 
and provision speculator, came 
home 


from California to tulflll a promise at 
marriage wit* Mia* Fanny Ectort, wnloli 
WM to tike place at noon on Thunday. 
The most elaborate preparations had 
beeii made, and the relatives and friends 
of the young lady waited with ovary emo- 
tion of pleasure for the happy event. But 
Wade's recent ill luck in the speculative 
n»ld drove him to despair, and rather than 
faos tho disappointment which would in- 
evitably follow he attempted suicide on 
Wednesday, and now lies hopelessly in- 
sane nt the home of his parents some dis- 
tance from this place. Walter U the only 
son of J. Werner Wade, who soon after 
his marriage fell heir to a large fortune. 
After the young man had completed 
his collegiate 
studies 
and 
gradu- 


ated with oign honors he decided to take 
atrip to California before settling down 
nnd so informed his parents. They en 
treated him to remain at home, but all to 
no purpose. Appealing lo his father, he 
Will; "Loan me tl.OCK) and I will return 
it with interest." His father immediate 
ly filled out a check for the amount 
nnd handed 
it 
to 
him. The next 


day, 
after spending an hour with his 


intended bride, he started for California 
In pursuit of fame and fortune. Fout 
years afterward liis family and friends 
were surprised to see him arrive home 
He entered his father's house as though 
his absence had been but a day, drew up 
a chair to where his father sat, and tak- 
ing from a well-filled pocketbook (1,840, 
he handed the money to his father, say- 
ing: 
"Here is the borrowed money with 


six por cent, interest." 


This was all so rapidly done that Mr. J 


Wude had hardlv time to realize who It] 
was and what it meant. Then be related 
to his parents how he had met with j 
phenomenal success, and by shrewd and 
conservative speculation had amassed 
over $1,000,000. After a few days' stay, 
during which time 
he 
renewed his 


pledges of love to Miss Eckert, who in the 
four years of waiting never doubted 
his sincerity, he departed again, Letter 
after letter was received by her, in 
which he boasted of his continued suc- 
cess, and said that he was now perfecting 
arrangements to come home to remain. 
The wedding was, therefore, fixed for 
June 16. But his character was too weak 
to resist the social temptations that now 
beset him. A n irresistible fondness for 
wine and champagne suppers took pos- 
session or him, which was soon followed 
by every form of wild 
and reckless 


dissipation. 
Then 
luck 
turned 


against 
him and he began to lose 


money until his fortune was nearly all 
swept away. 
Depressed in spirit*, the 


dashing speculator returned borne. Bis 
general appearance was dejected, and by 
the aid of a stimulant be managed to as- 
sume his old spirits. In this way the sus- 
picion that might otherwise have been ex- 
olted was overcome. On Wednesday after- 
noon he remarked to bis father that he 
desired to write tome business letters and 
for that purpose be retired to his room, 
giving instructions that 
his privacy 


must not be interrupted. Every thing in 
the way of preparation for the wedding 
next day had reached a polntof complete- 
ness, and at flve o'clock a friend of the 
groom called to see him. As tbe matter 
was urgent, his father went up stairs 
and called Dim. He repeated the call and, 
receiving no answer, forced the door 
open. To bis horror he beheld MS son 
suspended from a baiter or halter-strap 
with the end knotted around the top of 
the bed-post, almost dead from strangula- 
tion. 
He quickly cut the strap and placed the 


body on the bed, and then quietly, but 
quickly, summoned a physician. 
The 


doctor says another minute would have 
produced death, and that while he might 
possibly survive he would be hopelessly 
Insane. The business letters which be 
was supposed to be writing were to Miss 
Kekert and his parents. They told of bis 
dissipation and his losses at gambling 
and his complete ruin. He says in his 
letter to the young lady: 


"For many months I have had a con- 


stant run of ill luck. The ardor of gam- 
bling, unlike every other passion, is 
rather Increased than diminished by loss 
and 
disappointment. 
Without 
being 


warned, therefore, by ill success, 1 still 
wont on until tho very last dollar of my 
money was gone. I then began to draw 
gradually on the 110,000 you placed In my 
hands for safe-keeping until the day of 
our marriage, In small amounts. Follow- 
iug the bent of my evil gtmlui, sum after 
sum was taken, and all alike buried, in 
thai accursed vortex which had already 
swallowed up so much for me." 


To lite 
father 
he says: "Eighteen 


months ago 1 attached my name to a pa- 
per, 
thfi prospectus of which was a profit- 
able land scheme. 
It originated with 


sharpers, and I was victimized. Periodi- 
cal sprees were indulged in, and, with a 
hope of retrieving some nf my losses, I 
came East for u change. 1 was a persist- 
ent bull on tho stock market and lost 
heavily last December. 1 thereafter in- 
vested heavily in pork and wheat, and 
was completely swamped." 


Immediately alter the occurrence the 


house was closed nnd Miss Eckert and a 
fnw friends were quietly notified. Miss 
Ki-kert was completely prostrated. For 
a few hours yesterday she sat by the bed- 
side of her lover and listened to his rav- 
ings qver tun stork and provision mar- 
keis. Woile is thirty-live years old.

The procession proceeded at a smart 
walking pace to Constitution Hill, and 
then adopted a more deliberate gait 


Owing to tbe late spring, tbe beauti- 


ful green of tbe avenue trees, the sweet 
pdor ot the hawthorne» and the splendid 
uniforms of the military, coupled with 
the enthusiasm of the crowd made the 
occasion one of refreshing enchantment. 


Tho procession slowly made its way un- 


til tho Wellington arch \\os reacbed, and 
then the first introduction to the London 
streets ensued 
Emerging from the Well- 


ington arch, the lirst to greet the Queen 
wore tbe convalescent patlanto and others

On reaching Keguut l ncte, where six 


main stieetn converge, the sight was a 
memorable one the ttieets being all 
splendidly decorated with flowers, flags, 
evergreens, etc 
Thu Imposing building 


of Swan & Edgar's gicat drapery store, 
tho County Fire office the Cafe Monioo; 
the London Pavilion and the world-famed 
Criterion restaurant were one sea of 
heads 
Many of tbo shops hereabouts 


had their fronts removed and elegant 
boudoirs framed In their places 


Tbe procession, as viewed from the 


Cuke of York's column, passing down 
the hill from the circle to Pall Mall, east, 
was a remarkable sight The shouts o1 
the crowd were heaid from tho top of tha 
column at one vutt roar 


Many American ladies and gentlemen 


had secured scats iu the palatial estab- 
lishment of Bowell and Samls, in Water- 
loo place, and Joined in the enthusiasm 
at keenly as the Britishers 
Patting around Pall Mall, east, a laige 
gallery was erected over the colonnade ol

THE COMMITTEE'S BEPOBT. 


Finding of the Auditing Board as 


Given to the Supervisors. 


The following is the auditing commit- 


tee's report submitted to the Board of 
Supervisors at the June meeting: 
In tlie Hoard o/ Supervisors of Maeon Comity: 


Your auditing committee, to whom was refer- 


red tlie settlement ol the late sheriff and county 
superintendent, would report that the late sheriff 
declines to pay more than the sum ot S'236^3-100- 
being the fees collected by him in civil cases and 
not reported. 


Your committee do not feel auihorized to ac- 


cept that amount iu settlement, believing that 
lunch more is due the county. 


We do not feel we have authority, under the 


resolution adopted at the March meeting, to in- 
stitute suit, so have determined to put tho board 
In )K>sscsslon of all the facts ascertained by your 
committee and leave the board to take such ac- 
tion as may be deemed proper or necessary. Our 
investigations of the accounts of the sheriff 
have necessarily led us to examine into the 
workings of the otllce In its various departments. 


We lind that the compensation of the sheriff 


was lixed at 81800.00 per year, mid in the name 
of salary for deputy an allowance of one thous- 
and dollars us the amount ot His necessary clerk 
hire, stationery, fuel ami expenses. This was 
done at tlie September meeting, prior to Mr. 
foster taking '.he ofllee as required by law. We 
lind the law to be, that this compensation shall 
be paid only out of, and shall in no Instance ex- 
ceed tlie Ices actually collected; that this com- 
pensation shall not be increased or dlmlshed 
din-lug His term of office,and that all fees and 
allowances b.v him received, in excess of his 
s.iltl compensation, shall be paid into the county 
treasury.
